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Bookshops—How to Run Them

CHAPTER I 


Bookshop Orientation 


O it is to be a bookshop? You have 

talked it all over with yourself; with 

your friends; with your pet dog, and 
perhaps with your family. You have de- 
cided books are your medium for making 
money. You feel that coal or popcorn or 
antiques would not be your medium, but 
that books would. For books, underneath 
their square surface value, carry realms of 
further interior interest. You may not 
only pick them up and hold their solid 
circumference in your hands, but you may 
open them, peer into their unfolding pages, 
and bury yourself in the delights of those 
pages. Then, when you have surfeited 
yourself with those delights, you may pass 
them on to your patrons, for money. We 
know of no other business where a mer- 
chant may both have his cake and eat it 
at the same time. Therein lies the ad- 
vantage, 

But you must have a place in which to 
fat your cake and in which your customers 
may eat theirs—an attractive, accessible, 
advantageous place. Now where and what 
iS an attractive, accessible, and advantage- 
ous book location ? 

You are standing on a street corner,

with 8 per cent of your estimated sales in 
your pocket, for rent. You are not going 
to sink more than that, for, if you do, ex- 
pert computation has found your housing 
item will then be top heavy. But before 
you take the final plunge and part with 
that 8 per cent, make one last mental test 
—just for security. Ask yourself the fol- 
lowing questions: Am I in the right city 
for the book game? Do I know enough 
people here to warrant a business venture? 
Is there a dearth of book shops in this 
place? If not is there an opening for an- 
other shop? Stand still. Think hard. 
You have thought many times before. 
This is your last chance. If the old reason 
then says, “Yes, there is,” go ahead. 

But what type shop? What will fit in 
best here? A children’s book shop? A 
general shop? A college shop? A _ busi- 
ness shop? ‘That decision must be made 
with utmost care. It is of the greatest im- 
portance to see that your shop is the most 
needed of its type in your city. Sandwich 
in your novelty where no other of that 
particular kind has appeared before. Then 
the public will flock to it and your success 
will be assured. 

You have decided on your type shop. 
The next procedure is to fit perfectly the 
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glove of location to it. 


Take a certain 
“for rent” shop. Stand outside it. How 
many people are passing hourly, half- 
hourly; every fifteen minutes? Are there 
enough passing, enough potential. book 
buyers, to warrant your type shop? Or 
even are there too many? Sometimes, as 
in the case of a subway entrance, the im- 
petus of traffic is so great, it blots out all 
possibility of window shopping. ‘Then 
trade is lost. Are you on the normal traf- 
fic beat? One side of the street often is 
when another is not. 
the block. Watch out for that. Look at 
the shops adjacent to the one you are con- 
sidering. Are they well kept? Do they 
look prosperous? Go inside and talk with 
their owners. If your prospective shop is 
an apartment or business building, is that 
attractive? Are you near the entrance to 
the building? That is a desirable point, 
for remember those rental library cus- 
tomers drawn out of large buildings! 

Are you in a neighborhood where a good 
night trade would be possible? Hotel and 
apartment buildings furnish night shop- 
pers, and night shopping is of tremendous 
commercial value. At night people have 
time to loaf and look, and loafing and 
looking are especially conducive to heavy 
book buying. 

Think much about the all-year-round 
loafers and lookers, because, if you do not, 
seaside and mountain shops are going to 
get part of your business. 

From the customer aspect, shift your 
mind again to the neighborhood. ‘Then 
project it into the future. Is this neigh- 
borhood under consideration, going to im- 
prove? Is there a lot of building near by? 
Or is it well built up now, and would ex- 
pansion be doubtful? Better the dominant 
signs of future advancement in a budding 
neighborhood than a high pinnacle of busi- 
ness activity in a neighborhood approach- 
ing stultification. 

After weighing carefully the neighbor- 
hood and finding it prosperous at the mo- 
ment with the possibility of becoming more 
prosperous in the future, the next step will 
be to. focus your closest attention on the 
physical appearance of the “for rent” shop. 
Is it on a level with the street? Will 
feet, inspired by your windows, lead natu- 
rally across your threshold? ‘They will 
not, if you are below the level of the street 


Ways part within- 
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or above it. They will if you are on the 
same level. However, if your Window 
space is large enough and commanding 
enough, it will temper somewhat the dis. 
advantage of being below or above i ; 
level. oo 

Right here not enough words make up 
the English language to express the im. 
portance of proper window frontave. 
Your windows are your bait. You éanees 
fish for business without them. Seeing js 
believing. Seeing tempting buys will break 
the financial backbone of the hardest-fisted 
passer by. Not seeing them leaves his hand 
unrelaxed. So squint at your “for rent” 
shop window fronts unmercifully. Walk 
up the street half a block. Then turn and 
approach. Can you stop the crowds with 
the frontage space allotted you there? Can 
you get enough display in those apertures 
to sell your stock? If you cannot, start 
running and do not stop until that par- 
ticular spot is out of your mind’s reach. 

You cannot do without compelling win- 
dows. 

Taken for granted your windows are 
compelling, go inside your shop. Is the 
size of the room too large for the amount 
of capital you have to invest? Are there 
columns breaking up your floor space? 
True, you can build pulpit shelves around 
columns; places where cash registers and 
United States Catalogs may stand, where 
books may be wrapped, or seats built. But 
actually columns play no advantageous part 
in any shop. ‘Then, if business advances 
rapidly, is there going to be a place for a 
mezzanine floor? ‘This is something to 
consider—a place for expansion, if expan- 
sion becomes possible. 

Will there be proper ventilation and 
light? Will customers become stifled in 
this room, leaving before they have parted 
with their cash, or will they relax in these 
airy surroundings? Clerks are hampered 
greatly thru improper lighting and foul 
air. Brains cannot work in a heavy atmos- 
phere. 

Will your landlord put in proper ¢x 
haust and ventilators? How much will 
he do toward making your windows what 
you want them to be? If the building 's 


a new one you ought to be able to com 
mand the situation, dictating a great dea 
as to window valances, window platforms, 
If you do not command 


and transoms. 
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che situation you are going to pay out from 


your own pocket big money for adjustment 


a Think very closely about storeroom 
space. In the book business usually you 
buy many more books than you care to 
chow at once, for dust and handling are 
death on books. Therefore, be sure you 
have a room adequate to take care of this 
surplus stock. As to cloakrooms—your 
clerks must have some convenient space in 
which to place their wraps and belongings. 
Without it, your first disorderliness begins 
to set in. 

lf after intense thought you decide that 
the space you are considering is the most 
desirable you can secure for that 8 per 
cent of estimated sales, then you will have 
to think of the following items’ about the 
place: 

1. Window lettering. 
Awnings. 
Transoms. 
Window valances. 
5. Window lighting. (Expert advice 
in combating sunlight and securing proper 
artificial effects.) 

6. Window platforms. 
Section signs. 
Door checks. 


Door hooks. 
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10. Weather stripping. 

11. Shelving. 

12. Shelf ledges. 

13. Tables. 

14. Taborets. 

15. Wrapping and work tables. 

16. Counters. 

17. Built-in fixtures: 

(a) Rental Library files. 

(b) Cash register counters; desk 
partitions; reference-book  pul- 
pit effects. 

18. Desk, chairs, floor lamps, and floor 
covering. 

A word about shelving: Some shops have 
found it practical to allow eight feet in all 
from the base of their shelving to the top. 
That is four inches for baseboard, eight 
inches for cornice, and seven feet for ‘actual 
shelving. Adjustable shelves are con- 
sidered best: The lower ones far enough 
apart to take care of dictionaries and other 
large books; the top ones for the average 
sized book. A good cabinet maker is an 
asset for designing shelves to fit your par- 
ticular shop’s needs. The National Asso- 
ciation of Book Publishers, 25 West 33rd 
Street, New York City, has a pamphlet, 
Bookstore Arrangement and _ Display, 
which will be of great help in your initial 
bookstore problems.

Foreign Bookshops

J NHERE are several reasons for going 
thru Charing Cross Road_ besides 
the obvious one of getting from 

Trafalgar Square to the top of Tottenham 
Court Road by one of those curved lines 
that are in London the shortest distance 
between two points. You may be on your 
way to dine at Gennaro’s in Little 


Compton stréet, to be met, if you, are a 
woman, by the proprietor himself with a 
Cuquet and a compliment neatly adapted 
to what you think is your age. You may 
© going to the admirable cinéma up the 


road, where I lately saw the screen revival 
of the hundred-year-old “Maria Marten: 
or, the Murder in the Red Barn.” Yow 
may be in search of rare postage stamps; 
you may even be following a religious 
procession into the energetic Church of 
St. Mary’s. But if you are an everyday 
American visitor, there is just one reason 
why you progress, slowly and happily, 
along the right-hand side of Charing Cross 
Road ; it is because you are going down the 
line of its famous second-hand bookshops. 

Of course, if you are in the trade you 
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know just which one you want, and waste 
no time on the stands outside, with their 
“prices marked in plain figures inside the 
covers” and “any volume on this shelf 6d.” 
If you are a dealer you brush past these 
allurements and make your way to a dug- 
out at the back, where the proprietor sits 
all day ambuscaded by book-shelves and 
doing business on a scale that would make 
a retailer gasp. But it is not as a dealer 
that I go down the line, or that I am now 
conducting an American reader. Short of 
going by print like this, the only quite in- 
expensive fashion of going thru the street 
is on the top of a rapidly-moving bus, too 
high to read the titles on the book-backs. 
I once tried to save money by going on 
the left-hand side of the road, keeping my 
eyes tight closed till I felt I must have 
passed Foyle’s; but I opened them just 
abreast of an unsuspected music-store and 
in three minutes was in possession, for 
something like three-and-six, of a first 
edition of “Songs of the English Country- 
side,” the collection that in the eighties 
really started the revival of interest in 
British folksong. It is in ways like this 
that the amateur gets the most fun out of 
Charing Cross Road; you get no good, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Elizabeth Barrett Brown- 
ing, from being ungenerous even to a book, 
and going after just what you want and 
nothing else, at a price spectacularly less 
than it is worth. In that case you seldom 
get it here—that is, I never did find just 
the volume I started out to get in any one 
of these shops, and never left without bear- 
ing away something else I was glad to get. 
The owners, secure behind their book bar- 
ricades, know all about book values present 
and to come; if you are hoping to pick up 
a first of “Evelina,” hunt up the pro- 
prietor and lay down a thousand pounds; 
you won't find it lurking in a corner of a 
stall. The only bargains one is likely to 
find on the shelves along the street are 
personal bargains; books that for one rea- 
son or another you feel you must have, 
and for which you would have paid, for 
these personal reasons, quite unreasonable 
prices to professional book-hunters. Here, 
with luck, your own hunting may be re- 
warded. Every shop seems to keep a little 
of everything, but one learns to look for 
certain books in certain places: one will 
have an especially good line of song-books, 
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several are strong in art, one deals alto. 
gether in school-books, one has an uncom. 
monly good selection in foreign lanouaves 
and so on. Towards one end of the a 
cent the Individualist Book Shop spreads 
its windows—with the angelic form of Sir 
Ernest Benn unseen in its economic back- 
ground—and protects the British working- 
man with “The Mistakes of Socialism,” 
Sir Ernest’s own “Confessions of 4 Capi- 
talist,” Ivy Lee’s “Present Day Russia” 
and the inspirational works of Orison 
Swett Marden and “This Means You.” 
There is even a shop that does not sell 
second-hand at all, the tidy, American- 
looking establishment of Miller and Gill, 
imbedded in old book emporiums and do- 
ing wonderfully well with new publica- 
tions in spite of predictions that they 
couldn’t last out a quarter in such a spot. 
I talked with one of the young proprietors 
three years since, when the shop was get- 
ting into its stride and featuring a lecture- 
course in the basement after hours, where, 
quite in the American manner, famous 
authors appeared and talked about books— 
much as I did on a certain Book Renais- 
sance tour thru the United States that re- 
mains one of the bright spots ot my life. 
You may, in a word, find almost anything 
on Charing Cross Road in the way of a 
bookshop. 

Window-dressing counts for very little 
with any of them except with the exotic 
Miller and Gill, however. There seems 
to be no particular rule for it along Char- 
ing Cross Road, that I can send over for 
the enlightenment and emulation of win 
dow-dressers in bookshops of the States, 
save the one general requirement that the 
establishment should bulge at the seams. 
Volumes overflow at every point. No 
light reaches the inner recesses save thru 
the door, which stands open in all 
weathers: all the panes are blocked by 
books right to the rafters. On the sills 
are more of them, and stands below these, 
and narrow cases at the corners, and piles 
of the International Studio or Jugend be- 
side the door. When the customary /4i! 
comes pelting down, shop boys run wit 
tarpaulins and spread over everything til 
the sun comes shining back, when they 
straightway strip off the rubber sheets til 
the next shower. ‘ I was so curious to find 
how all this overflow of print was eve! 
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packed hack into the shop at night that 
| once stood in front of Foyle’s just before 
closing time and watched until I saw a 
long narrow shelf under each window that 
had been packed in three tiers up to the 
sane receive the contents of the upper two, 
laid flat on the low- 
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down, the gentlest soul that ever set a 
torpedo under the Ark. 

There is no door at all in the Bomb 
Shop: the whole front comes off in shut- 
ters and you see inside, spanning the arch 
of the ceiling, an inscription in letters a 

trifle dulled by dust: 


est, and then, un- 
hooked from its po- 
sition, go back into 


the shop with porters 
+ its head and feet 
like a pauper funeral. 
No, I cannot say that 
vou will get any new 
ideas on arrangement 
of stock from this lo- 
cality, which seems to

p. m. 

There are too 
many celebrities along 
Charing Cross Road 
for me to lump the 
whole street into a 
single report, and I 
shall speak next time 
of some of the more 
famous old establish- 
ments. But _ still 
keeping within the 
personality of - an 
everyday visitor, 
there is. no more orig-

When I 
‘eturned to London after two years away, 
and found, midway of the curve of the dis- 
trict, a shop with such neat new con- 
‘rivances as adorn New York’s Brick Row 
or Sunwise Turn, with no grime.on. the 
books and a most artistic little Spanish- 
looking window in the inner partition wall, 
and with the name Frank Henderson in 
bright letters on the sign, I beat my brow 
and inquired of heaven if.the Bomb. Shop 
ad “gone Chelsea.” But it was nothing

‘on still keeps shop a few doors further 


three are rich in sac- 

red dust, but Morris 
has been there so long he’s quite black: 
on the rear wall is a framed crayon por- 
trait of the young Shelley, and over the 
shelves, painted in a sort of running com- 
mentary, names like Prud’hon, Marx, 
Tolstoy, Owen. Away in a corner of. a 
book-case stands a plaster head no larger 
than a golf-bal] and almost as round, 
Without so much as a neck, it digs its chin 
into the shelf and glares at its surround- 
ings. ‘What in the world is Kipling doing 
in the corner?” said I. “Oh, that—that’s 
Mussolini,” the proprietor explained, in 
the abstracted way in which small boys 
explain the obvious to. dull grown-ups. 
“He was originally much larger, you see: 
he stood quite so high, with his castor-oil 
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bottle and fasces and all, quite complete. 
But somehow—somehow things kept hap- 
pening to him: it seemed impossible to 
keep him from breaking: and now—now 
you see that is all that is left of him.” I 
forbore to dwell on the fact that his brains 
seemed to have been spared: this shop is 
no place in which to dwell on Mussolini. 
It is quite possible, if you keep to the 
right hand side of the Bomb Shop, to buy 
almost any sort of a new book, within rea- 
son. I have bought the latest Stephen 
Leacock there, for instance, and there are 
plenty of novels, essays, poetry, and of 
course, the omnipresent Augustan Poets 
and Benn’s Sixpenny Library. But the 
real right flavor of the establishment is to 
be sought, appropriately, upon the left. 
Here, if there is a lost cause or general 
ruction anywhere in the cosmos, its litera- 
ture is available to some extent. The 
Easter Rebellion, the Soviet state, the gen- 
eral strike, the coal situation—you may 
document them here, or any uprising you 
will, preferably the more unpopular ones, 
along with magazines and newspapers of 
the labor movement in its various manifes- 
tations, national and international. I am 
told that if you ask the proprietor for The 
Nation (of course I mean the British pub- 
lication) he will tell you he has not kept it 
since it was “taken over by the hard-faced 
men.” There is nothing hard-faced about 
the proprietor; he believes in human na- 
ture and he is sure, so sure, that some day 
the martyrdom of man will be over. It 
makes you somehow ashamed of yourself, 
if you were once a follower of the dawn, 
and have let mid-day catch up with you. 
In this case you go hastily about the shop 
gathering up plays by Ernst Toller and 
Miles Malleson—this shop is really respon- 
sible for Miles Malleson, who when Hen- 
derson “discovered” him was only the man 
whose “Black ’Ell” had been banned by the 
Censor—and such works as ‘The Story of 
the Irish Citizen Army,” by one who re- 
stores the name of O’Casey to its sacred 
unintelligibility as O’Cathasaigh. If the 
Bomb Shop believes in a book, it never 
lets it go till the last available copy is sold: 
it has kept a slowly diminishing pile of 
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magazines with the English version of 
‘cc ” 

Brokenbrow” on sale at threepence {o, $0 
long that the pages are a bright brown, 
The hereafter can’t be hurried: there vw! 
be plenty of time to sell all the copies of 
“Brokenbrow” before the day break and 
the snobs flee away. Earnest young men 
come in at the lunch-hour for tuppenworth 
of Bertrand Russell and a copy of the 
New Leader; someone in funds goes the 
rounds of the counters and comes back 
with an armful of assorted genius in paper 
or boards: Shaw, Tolstoy, the Czechoslovak 
plays of Josef Ensor. ‘“This’ll be seven 
and eightpence ha’pny” says he, or some 
such amount, and Frank Henderson hands 
him out the change from his ten shillings. 
I would do that myself rather than struggle 
with the intricacies of addition in British 
currency, but I cannot believe that Mr. 
Henderson haS any such reason: he has 
been handling it ever since he was over in 
Paternoster Row, years ago. No, I believe 
it’s a part ofthe general confidence of the 
shop in the basal goodness of human na- 
ture. Even Mussolini has a comfortable 
corner here, what there is left of him. 

When I went away, the proprietor was 
turning the pages of the published account 
of the visit of the Quaker Dorothea Bux- 
ton to the Soviet State: an honest story: so 
far as I can see, it sets down naught in 
malice and much in hope. He had been 
reading bits to me: they made good read- 
ing. 
“I think I'll take this little bust of 
Lenin,” said I. “It’s two bob, isn’t it?” 

“Yes,” said the proprietor, turning the 
figure a little to the side. “The people 
who come in here—they say—they do say 
I look something like him. The side- 
face—” 

“T noticed it the first thing,” said I, and 
a school-boy blush of delight somewhat 1n- 
terfered with the resemblance of one round 
bald head to the other. “Only,” I thought 
to myself,” you look as he would have 
looked if he had been as kind as you are— 

So that is why there now stands upon 
my mantelpiece, flanked by four solid Staf- 
fordshire Toby-jugs, a plaster statuette of 
the late dictator of all the Russias.

Emily Street : 


HEY told me that she was about to 

sail for Europe. So when I went 

to talk to Emily Street at Frederick 
A. Stokes Company, I was not  sur- 
prised to find her eyes shining with antici- 
pation of gratifying her favorite outdoor 
sport, that of trav- 
elling in Europe. 
And I must say I 
felt rather like a 
bill collector or a 
summons server, 
taking her time 
when she was about 
to start off on her 
vacation to have her 
tell me about her 
work and what she 
was contributing to 
the house of Fred- 
erick A. Stokes. 
But I had barely 
been made comfor- 
table with a cup of 
tea and a cigarette 
before I realized 
that Emily Street, 
known to her 
friends in the book 
world as Polly 





and had one stenographer to help her. 
Now her department handles the advertis- 
ing and publicity, and she has six persons 
working directly under her supervision. 
When she was creating her department, she 
did the drudgery as well as the planning; 
now all of her time 
is spent planning 
and working out 
promotion problems, 
and the people she 
has trained divide 
up the drudgery so 
that it has ceased to 
exist as drudgery. 
It is interesting to 
know just what 
these plans and 
problems are, for to 
Emily Street, they 
are as thrilling as 
solving a _ mathe- 
matical equation. 
First, she must 
believe heart and 
soul in the books she 
promotes. Then she 
works out a cam- 
paign for each book 
to cover the promo-

above all things in- 

terested in books and that it wasn’t a bit 
hard for her to talk about them and the 
making of them. 

Emily Street has been at Stokes for four- 
teen years. She has always believed in 
hard work. She began by being a stenog- 
rapher and a “rotten one” she says. Then 
when the advertising manager. went to 
war, she asked for his job and got it, and 
she has more than kept it ever since. 

She began with book promotion work 

® 





This means _ that 
after the initial hoped-for sale is esti- 
mated, a promotion plan is worked out to 
help the sales department bring about that 
sale. Such a campaign includes advertising 
the book to the bookseller and in the news- 
papers, and in general magazines; it in- 
cludes working out lists of the book to be 
sent for review and to book clerks, the 
planning of catalog space, display material, 
and copious correspondence with the trade. 

To work out all the details of such a 
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campaign requires perfect cooperation of 
the advertising and publicity departments 
on the one hand and with the sales de- 
partment on the other; it requires imagina- 
tion, faith, and good will. And the great 
success of Emily Street is no doubt in 
large measure due to the fact that she has 
those qualities in abundance. 

As I have said she has been with Stokes 
for fourteen years, and in all that time 
she has had, she says, only the fairest treat- 
ment. She gives great loyalty to her com- 
pany and in return she receives great 
loyalty from her associates. She is pre- 
eminently a human being,—perhaps I 
should say so human a human being, since 
success seems to de-humanize so many, of 
us, that there is no “side” no officiousness 
nor “grand Lady” about her with the girls 
who work with her. She has started the 
custom in her department of serving tea 
every afternoon. The younger girls take 
turns serving and clearing up, and the fif- 
teen minutes or so out of the day so taken 
up with afternoon tea is more than made 
up by the way the girls: have ceased to 
slump at the end of each day. * 

Polly Street understands girls. When 
a girl has to stay away to have a permanent 
wave, she does not have to tell Miss Street 
that she has to go to her grandmother’s 
funeral. They talk over such emergencies 
and crises, Polly Street and her girls, and 
the girls find her ready to give them free- 
dom and respect. In return, they give her 
absolute loyalty and their best work. 

With the same naturalness that she 
manages her department and meets people, 
Polly Street makes her personal contacts 
with the booksellers. Every bookseller in 
the trade knows her thrasher personal and 
friendly letters as “Polly Street.” She has 
a way of beginning her co-operation be- 
tween publisher and bookseller, by under- 
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standing the problems and difficulties of 
the bookseller, instead of insisting on his 
seeing her problems as a publisher. She 
knows the bookselling business because she 


_has sold books, and she has made it a part 


of her job to know that part of the bysi- 
ness a well as her own angle. 

Emily Street believes in women’s place 
in the publishing business and sees no rea- 
son why they should not go far there. She 
thinks that they are valuable in every de- 
partment of a publishing house but es- 
pecially, perhaps, in those departments 
demanding imagination and intuition. She 
says that she has always found that women 
in the book field are greatly interested in 
their jobs, putting into them their creativity 
and their enthusiasm. . 

Emily Street has two great passions: 
books and traveling, Hers is not the point 
of view of the tired business man,—that 
of wanting a change at night when his 
work is done and being unwilling to talk 
shop at home, for she adores books so much 
that she is perfectly content to read late 
into the night after she has spent the en- 
tire day working with books. And _ she 
says it is her dream, and she has a de- 
termination about her that makes her 
dreams come true, to go off on a travel 
jaunt every third year. And this is one 
of the “third years.” And you know that 
all this is the natural and systematic un- 
folding of a plan; you know that Polly 
Street goes off on her holiday with her 
house in order and with her heart light 
and her enthusiasm and interest high, for 
she will be turning her enthusiasm for the 
most part off books and on to her second 
best love,—seeing the world. She will be 
putting that same quiet energy that she 
puts into her work into enjoying the splen- 
dor of Italian primitives and Alpine 
scenery.

Luis Rey” still held top place on 

the July list compiled by Books of 
the Month, it had a very close rival in 
John Galsworthy’s. “Swati Song,” the 
novel that completes the Forsyte Saga, 
telling of the death of Soames.

Some of the new books that did not 
achieve a place among the first ten, but 
that had very good sales are “Bambi” by 
Felix Salten, “Bitter Heritage” by Mar- 
garet Pedler, “Tide of Empire” by Peter 
B. Kyne, “Beau Ideal” by P. C. Wren, 
“The Window” by Alice Grant Rosman, 
and “Unforbidden Fruit” by Warner 
Fabian. 

Among non-fiction, “Disraeli,” at the 
head of the list, is closely followed by 
“The Intelligent Woman’s Guide to So- 
cialism and Capitalism’ and Emil Lud- 
wig’s new biography, ““The Son of Man.” 
It is a remarkable fact that half the non- 
fiction books on the list are published by 
Horace Liveright, formerly Boni & 
Liveright. The books of this house hold 
third, fourth, fifth, six and tenth places. 
Poems in Praise of Practically Nothing” 
has risen from eighth to fifth place, fol- 
lowed by “Sunset Gun,” another book of 
light and amusing verse by Dorothy Par- 
ker, _Uhe second volume of “Trader 
Horn” went up from nine to seven. Other 
new contestants for a place on the best 
seller list, last month, were “Houdini” by 
Harold Kellock.

How to Run a Bookshop 


O judge by the number of new 

bookshops started every year, and 

the attendance at bookselling schools 
like that which Columbia University has 
conducted for the past two summers there 
is a great deal of interest in the mechanics 
of running a bookshop. And yet very 
little has been written upon the subject, at 
least very little that would come to the 
attention of the more or less general 
reader who might be curious about the 
subject. The wise lore of “the trade” has 
been contained in the pages of trade 
papers, and in booklets published by the 
National Association of Book Publishers: 
“The Successful Bookshop” by Frederic 
Melcher, “Bookshop Accounts and Rec- 
ords” by Cedric Crowell, “Bookstore 
Advertising, Publicity and Window Dis- 
play” by John T. Hotchkiss, ““The Rental 
Library” by Marion Humble and “Book- 
store Arrangement and Equipment” by 


Katharine Way. 


Ruth Brown Park’s new book “Book- | 


shops—How To Run Them” to be pub- 
lished by Doubleday, Doran next month 
ought to sell like salt or matches. It 
begins to run serially in this issue of the 
Publishers’ Weekly, the first chapter deal- 
ing with the selection of the proper site 
for the bookshop. 
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“Take a certain ‘for rent’ shop. Stand 
outside it,” reads one paragraph. “How 
many people are passing hourly, halj. 
hourly, every fifteen minutes? Are there 
enough passing, enough book buyers. to 
warrant your type shop? Or even too 
many? Sometimes, as in the case of a 
subway entrance the impetus of traffic js 
so great, it blots out all possibility of 
window shopping. Then the trade is lost. 
Are you on the normal traffic beat? One 
side of the street often is when another js 
not. Ways part within the block. Watch 
out for that. Look at the shops adjacent 
to the ones you are considering. Are they 
well kept? Do they look prosperous? Go 
inside and talk to their owners.” In a 
later paragraph, “Is it on a level with the 
street? Will feet, inspired by your win- 
dows, lead naturally across your thresh- 


old? They will not, if you are below 
the level of the street or above it. They 
will if you are on the same level. 


However if your window space is large 
enough and commanding enough, it will 
temper somewhat the disadvantage of 
being below or above street level. Right 
here not enough words make up the Eng- 
lish language to express the importance of 
proper window frontage.” 

How many people will be reminded of 
“The Sunwise Turn, A. Human Comedy 
of Bookselling,” Miss Jenison’s engaging 
account of her “beautiful and adventurous 
and anxious experience” running a small 
bookshop in New York. This is what she 
says about choosing the site of her shop. 
“It was beyond belief—like a dream you 
might have after reading “Tristram 
Shandy,” but there it was with its look 
of an especially charming toy with perhaps 
a place to drop nickels in the top. It was 
so fitted to our plan that it was difficult 
to tell whether it was made for our plan 
or our plan was made for it. It had a 
little projecting bow window cut up into 
small panes: and a ledge for potted mari 
golds, and it hada handsome vast old door 
with fat cherubs blowirig out their cheeks 
under the Jacobean roof-tree, and a tiled 
overhanging roof above it all... .. Now 
it was the. work-room: of an antique stor¢ 
on the Avenue. It was decayed-and color- 
less and below:the dead line - for: fashion- 
able shopping, but’ we knew what 4 lick 
of orange paint and white about the w)' 
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nanes would do for it. It had a fire-

"| grew to know every bolt and hinge 
it. They were all queer and good, and 
diferent from anything one sees in a 
New York apartment; and the proportions 
of the room were right. Only once in a 
creat while they are right in a room so 
that they are a fact in themselves. They 
are right in the Florence Cathedral and 
they were right in our first shop.” 

Miss Jenison was a pioneer. - She con- 
tributed to the cause of bookselling the 
things pioneers do contribute, vision and 
enthusiasm. The first small personal book- 
shop in New York was opened in 1909 
across the street from the Little Church 
Around the Corner. In 1916, the Sun- 
wise Turn began the career which made 
it famous if not prosperous. We all have 
learned a great deal about bookselling 
since then, and it is this ripened wisdom 
that Mrs. Park has garnered for her 
book. It is an easy book to read, inform- 
ally written, lively and amusing in spite 
of its sound and thoroly practical methods 
and contents. There are thirteen chapters, 
on “Stocking the Bookshop,” “Store 
Arrangement and Display,” “Buying,” 
“Selling,” “The Employer and His Em- 
ployees” etc. The chapter on “Advertis- 
ing’ is very short, because it was felt 
that the subject was thoroly covered® by 
Mr. Hotchkiss’ book. The’ chapter on 
“Accounts and Records,” on the other 
hand is very long, altho much of the 
material as the book frankly states, was 
originally published in the booklet by Mr. 
Crowell for the National Association. All 
the chapters are written out of the ex- 
perience of the various Doubleday, Doran 
Bookshops with which Mrs. Park has had 
conferences,

The librarian of a public library has a 
problem of selection that is not an easy 
one. Such discussions as this about De 
Maupassant are bound to come up, but, 
on the whole, the matter is so well han- 
dled that the communities, after sifting 
matters out, are satisfied that adult reading 
cannot always be entirely suitable for all 
the children that go to the library. 


The Fall Begins 


N a few days the bookseller will, with 

a sigh of relief, tear August from his 

calendar and regard the clean checker- 
board of September. The sigh of relief 
will perhaps sound somewhat like a noon- 
day whistle in a factory town, for keeping 
the store’s activities up to their usual speed 
while trying to keep vacationing customers 
supplied with information about new books 
and with the books themselves is no simple 
task.

An idea of how some publishers regard 
the summer market may be found in the 
fact that Messrs. Hutchinson are of opinion 
that the holiday months are good for the 
sale of new novels. Last month for in- 
stance, they issued as many as fourteen 
new novels. These included new volumes 
by such notable people as W. B. Maxwell, 
Anthony Gibbs, Edgar Wallace and Frank 
Swinnerton. There is undoubtedly a ten- 
dency, as we have written on previous 0c- 
casions, for publishing to be more spread 
oyer the year, altho, no one would think 
of publishing a serious scientific treatise in 
July or August. At the same time, there 
are certainly strong arguments in favor of 
continuing the publication of fiction thru- 
out the year, altho, we must not forget 
that the holiday months are popular reprint 
months, 


Simultaneous Publication 


This is a matter, the importance of 
which is growing. It isn’t always practi 


_ cable for American editions of English 


books to be published simultaneously. It 
is an ideal to be aimed at, even tho it is 
rarely accomplished, unless it happens to 
be in the case of a very notable work, 
which is an exception which proves the 
rule. There are many reasons why simul- 
taneous publication of an English and 
American edition does not happen, but it 
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can very well come about much more fre- 
quently than is the case. With the increas- 
‘ng importance of the continental market 
of Europe, and the placing of editions in 
the English language, there has come up 
for serious examination this question of 
publication, but an effort has been made to 
extend it too much, for some foreign pub- 
lishers, who run continental libraries, are 
desirous of the appearance in these libraries 
of foreign editions of an English work. 
Now there is the suggestion that it is un- 
desirable that these continental library edi- 
tions should appear until a year has passed. 
This is a wise suggestion. 


A Publishers’ Book 


Gordon Robbins, who not so long since 
joined Sir Ernest Benn in his publishing 
business, and who is the deputy Chairman 
of Messrs. Benn, is writing his memories 
of his journalistic life, and they are ap- 
pearing in the Benn House Organ, which 
is known as Space.

British Copyright 


Mr. Meredith, in a letter to the Times 
on the subject, said, “I was at Rome during 
the Conference, and can moreover testify

same period the prestige of Great Britain 
has suffered severely.” 


Mr. Dent’s Biography 


It is very interesting news that Hugh 
Dent is to write the life of his father J. 
M. Dent, for he had a very active life. 
We knew him long before he was a pub- 
lisher. It was in the old days, when he 
had a bindery in Great Eastern Street, 
down town. Mr. Dent’s achievement of 
the great position in publishing which he 
held at the time of his death, is a remark- 
able instance of the result of concentration 
upon an aim and a really definite capacity 
to attain that aim. And when one remem- 
bers the physical disability under which 
Mr. Dent labored, and that his education 
was limited, the attainment of his great 
position in the publishing world was all 
the more remarkable. He was quite a 
youth when he was apprenticed to the 
book-binding trade. It was while he was 
in Great Eastern Street about 40 years 
ago, that he started his publishing schemes. 
His Temple Classics and his Everyman's 
Library will ever remain a memorial to his 
great vision. Hugh Dent is calling his 
work “The Memoirs of J. M. Dent.” 


Methuen & Company 


Particulars were recently published in 
accordance with the British Stock Ex- 
change Regulations, of the new Company 
which has been formed to take over the 
publishing business of the same name, 
which was established by Sir Algernon 
Methuen, then Mr. Methuen, in 1889. 
The capital of the Company is £400,000 
divided into 200,000 Cumulative Prefer- 
ence Shares of £1 each, of which 125,407 
have been issued, and 200,000 Ordinary 
Shares of £1 each, all of which have been 
allotted. We note with particular interest 
that during the years 1918 to 1927 the 
average trading profit works out at £31,- 
541 per year. E. V. Lucas is to remain 
the Chairman of the Company and C. W. 
Chamberlain will be Managing Director. 
Spencer Kilby and Frederick Muller will 


also be Directors of the Company. Mr. 


Muller is to act as Assistant Managing 
Director and Secretary. 
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Alfred Knopf Ltd. 


Mr. Knopf has established his business 
as an English company under the title of 
Alfred A. Knopf, Limited, which takes 
over, and will carry on the English Branch 
of Mr. Knopf’s American Corporation. 


Arnold Bennett on Publishers 
and Booksellers 


Commenting on the conference of the 
Associated Booksellers in Edinburgh, Mr. 
Bennett wrote in the Evening Standard: 

“Apparently the bookish trade is in 

a pretty bad way, but hope springs, 
because booksellers are at last becom- 
ing aware of the fact that their chief 
aim in life ought.to be, not to extract 
the final halfpenny of discount out of 
publishers, but to sell books. I have 
before now censured the methods of 
booksellers, but publishers are perhaps 
equally to blame for a state of affairs 
in which the very existence of new 
books for sale is jealously guarded 
as a sinister secret from the general 
public.” 

This is all nonsense, and we are sur- 
prised that so experienced an author should 
say that a publisher treats a new book as 
a sinister secret. It hardly needs comment. 


First Edition Club 


This Club is growing into an extremely 
important organization, and they recently 
opened up new and excellent premises in 
Bedford Square. King Manuel of Por- 
tugal was at the opening, and so was Sir 
Frederick Kenyon, Director of the British 
Museum. There was held the other day 
a fine exhibition of books printed by 
private presses in Great Britain and Ire- 
land. The Chairman of the Committee, 
George C. Williamson in a letter to the 
trade papers, apropos of the opening of 
the new premises, wrote: 

“May I be allowed to draw the 
attention of your readers to an event 
of high importance to all book-col- 
lectors and bibliophiles, an event, 
moreover, which will very probably 
do much to check the constant exodus 
from this country of literary and 
bibliographical treasures?” 

The First Edition Club was established 
in 1922, and Mr. Williamson says that 
during the six years of its young life, the 
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Club has held eight exhibitions ( out- 


running even American achievements) 
and .issued thirteen publications (in fulfil 
ment of its object “to improve book-produc- 
tion by example’). 


Arnold Bennett and Publicity 


Remarking upon Mr. Bennett’s sugges- 
tion that more personal publicity should 
be given by British publishers to their 
authors, a bookseller wrote to The News- 
agent the other day: 


““My experience of many years in 
the business of bookselling has taught 
me that there is no better method of 
‘putting people off’ buying and read- 
ing a new book than showing them a 
picture of the author.” 


There were bound to be different opin- 
ions as to Mr. Bennett’s suggestion, but 
it is clearly evident, that as books become 
more widely circulated in Great Britain, 
so there will be a greater demand to know 
something of the personality of the author. 
Some publishers recognize that publicity is 
the corner-stone of publishing success in 
these days. 


The Craft of Bookselling 


Gilbert Foyle, of the famous Foyle 
bookshop writing in The Publishers 
Weekly says “It is necessary to devote 
considerable time and attention to the 
classification of orders for books and in- 
quiries for quotations, seeing that under 
modern conditions the business is sub- 
divided into many different departments, 
each self-contained and in charge ot 
an expert in that particular subject. 
Thousands of books are received con- 
stantly; some are from the publishers and 
some comprise collections for valuation. 
The valuation of books is highly special- 
ized work and expert knowledge is 'e- 
quired.” 


A New Press 


Some years ago there were produced 
many well printed editions of . BD. 
Yeats, Lady Gregory, “A. E.” J. M. 
Synge, and James Stephens. They came 
from Dublin. Mr. Roberts was the head 
of the Irish firm who published these 
books, but he has now come to London, 
and started the Fanfrolico Press.

Davis L. James, Sr. 


AVIS L. JAMES, SR., one of the 

oldest of book dealers, in point of 

service, in this country, has cele- 
brated his eightieth birthday. He started 
to work at the age of 13 in his father’s 
pioneer book store in Cincinnati, and he 
now celebrates sixty-seven years of activity 
in the book business. 

The James Book Store Company was 
founded in 1831, thus lacking only three 
vears of being a century old. It was 
started by Davis James’ father and his 
uncle, who printed books in a shop on 
Baker Street 97 years ago. Mr. James 
still has a book which was printed by his 
father in 1832. After having spent time 
on Pearl Street, at 177 Race Street and 
on Walnut Street the shop has finally set- 
tled down at 127 West Seventh Street. 

Mr. James has two sons, Edward M., 
who is secretary and treasurer of the 
James Company, and Davis L., Jr., a spe- 
cialist in old and rare books who is presi- 
dent of the Smith & James Company. 

Deeply interested in botanical studies, 
James assisted his brother, Joseph F. 
James, years ago in compiling a catalog of 
the plants of this section. For many years 
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he has been a member of the Natural His- 
tory Society and Literary Club and was 
president of the society. Long a member 
of the American Booksellers’ Association 
he was honored two years ago by being 
elected to the Honorary Fellowship of the 
Association. 


- Obituary Notes 


SIR GEORGE TREVELYAN 


Sir GEorGE Otto TREVELYAN, noted 
British historian, died on August 16th in 
London at the age of 90 years. He was 
born July 20, 1838, in Leicestershire and 
was educated at Harrow, Cambridge and 
Oxford. He was elected a member of 


_ Parliament from Tynemouth in 1865 and 


served in several political posts. He was 
a nephew of Lord Macaulay and _ pub- 
lished, in 1876, “The Life and Letters of 
Lord Macaulay.” One of his best-known 
works was his 4-volume “The American 
Revolution.” Other books of his include 
“Cawnpore,” 1865; “The Early History 
of Charles James Fox,” 1880; “Interludes 
in Prose and Verse,” 1905; “George the 
Third and Charles Fox,” Vol. I, 1912, 
Vol. II, 1914. Two of Sir George’s sons, 
the Rt. Hon. Charles Philip Trevelyan 
and George Macaulay Trevelyan, are well 
known. George has followed in_ his 
father’s footsteps. as a historian, while 
Charles is a member of Parliament and 
active in governmental affairs. 


COL. GEORGE B. HARVEY 


Cot. Georce B. HArvey who died 
suddenly at his summer home in Dublin, 
N. H. on August 20th, had a booktrade 
connection for a number of years as pres- 
ident of Harper & Brothers. In 1899 he 
became editor of the North American 
Review and shortly afterwards he was 
made the executive head of the publishing 
house, a position he held for sixteen 
years. Later, he started Harvey’s Weekly 
devoted chiefly to politics, and in 192! 
was appointed Ambassador to the Court 
of St. James by President Harding. His 
career in politics and journalism was al- 
ways picturesque. He loved to keep things 
stirred up, making both friends and enemies 
of many in public life with happy im- 
partiality. He was aged 64.

CURRENT RARE BOOK NOTES 
Frederick M. Hopkins 


HE growth and development of the 

rare book business, in America and 

abroad especially in the last decade, 
has brought with it a steady evolution in 
catalog making, which at its best today, 
is a remarkable product. In the last four 
or five years, we have seen nearly $1,000,- 
000 of stock described in a single book- 
seller’s catalog, and others in which the 
value of lots listed ran from $100,000 to 
$500,000 have not been of infrequent oc- 
curence. Great care is given to all of the 
details of the outstanding catalogs. The 
bibliographical descriptions are precise and 
dependable. Many carry expensive illus- 
trations, and much attention is given to the 
typography. Much attention is given to 
the selection of material, its arrangement, 
and of indexes so as to make these catalogs 
permanently valuable for reference, if pre- 
served. It has been our custom to call 
attention to the more important of these 
catalogs, both of auction houses and book- 
sellers, and to urge their systematic 
preservation by those who have a use for 
them. <A _ bookseller’s cataloger recently 
wrote us: “Several years ago, when the 
Quinn collection of modern first editions 
was being dispersed, you emphasized the 
importance of this catalog as a landmark 
in bibliographical records. . I saw the point 
and preserved it with printed prices. 
Since then I have brought together about 
fifty of the most important catalogs, mostly 
American but a few English, of the great 
collections that have been sold during this 
century. I have indexed them so. as to 
make material useful to me quickly avail- 
able. In addition to catalogs containing 
important information, I am saving others 
with unique points, attractive covers, or of 
special typographical excellence. This in- 
expensive collecting has broadened my 
knowledge, given me an invaluable work- 


ing tool, and is helping me materially.” 
We hope there are others doing the same 
thing. It was said that there was little 
that had been sold along the lines in which 
he was interested that William Harris 
Arnold was not well informed about. He 
was generally believed to have had a re- 
markable memory, precise as to dates, 
points and values. His habits of preservy- 
ing bibliographical material, of making 
notes, and of their orderly arrangement, 
accounted for much of his ready know!- 
edge. The making and arranging of notes 
quickened his memory and enhanced their 
availability. The cataloger who follows a 
similar method is bound to profit by it. 
Many collectors have operated in much the 
same way as Mr. Arnold, and this accounts 
largely for their intelligence and the rec- 
ords that they are making. 


‘THE last issue of The American Col- 

lector contains the following interesting 
announcement: “We are persuaded that 
few pleasures in life equal the dawning 
realization of unsuspected rarity. We are 
convinced that more desirable self control 
is required to suppress all betraying signs 
of recognition and excitement than, later 
to justify peaceably one’s extravagance to 
one’s wife. We believe that the hope ot 
making finds is a never-dying hope, that 
the quest of finds is veritably a thrilling 
quest, and that the rewards are immediate, 
lasting and never to be denied. Few, per- 
haps, have realized that underlying this re- 
fined and civilized pastime are the 
deep-rooted instincts of war and the chase, 
of bringing home booty to set soft eyes 4 
dancing, of out-witting the enemy and 0 
making one talent do the work of two. 
The man lacks imagination, indeed, who 
can see no more in collecting than the 
spending of so much money a year, or the 
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shelves, his album or his din- 
‘ng room with creditable objects because 
. is the correct thing to do. Collecting 
chould be a recreative passion and delight, 
and no phase of it more gladdens the col- 
lector’s heart than the joyous and unex- 
pected discovery of a “find.” The Collector 
has, therefore, decided to inaugurate a spe- 
cial department entitled, “F inds and their 
findings” and asks for actual personal ex- 
perience and narratives. There are 
narratives enough to make an interesting 
department if the editor succeeds in awak- 
ening interest among collectors in this new

feature. 


FROM its unequalled collection of early 
American juveniles the American Anti- 
quarian Society of Worcester has placed on 
exhibition a selection, including only books 
printed before 1800, the only exception 
being early nineteenth century editions of 
“\fother Goose” and two of the publica- 
tions of Isaiah Thomas, Jr. A catalog has 
been prepared, by Clarence S.. Brigham, 
giving a list of the books in the exhibition, 
together with an introduction of several 
pages. The list of juveniles published by 
Isaiah Thomas and Isaiah Thomas, Jr., 
comprise 62 titles, all that are known to 
have been published. Notes in the catalog 
following the titles refer to the known 
later editions, so that this list forms a com- 
plete bibliography of this class of Thomas’s 
publications. Nearly all of them are in the 
American Antiquarian Society’s collection 
and are shown in the exhibition. The 
earliest publication is “The Protestant 
Tutor for Children,” printed by Samuel 
Green, in Boston, in 1685. The groups 
that follow a miscellaneous early lot of 29 
titles include catechisms, miniature Bibles, 
History of the Holy Jesus, primers, 
a Goose, and the Thomas publica- 
lons, 


H E last issue of More Books, the bul- 

letin of the Boston Public Library, de- 
votes its leading article tothe 4ooth 
anniversary of the death of Albert Diirer, 
which has been commemorated this year on 
both sides of the Atlantic. In Boston, the 
Museum of Fine Arts has arranged an 
exhibit of the German artist’s works, 


a is to be kept open thru the summer. 
undreds of woodcuts and copper engrav- 
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ings, an almost complete collection, have 
been placed on view, filling four or five 
rooms in the print department. Few mu- 
seums in this country, and not many | 
abroad, could equal the richness of this col- 
lection. The exhibition is, in this respect, 
representative of the man, whose greatest 
achievement, after all, was in the field of 
engraving. 


J C. BUTTERWICK, of Eton College, 
* Windsor, England, in a letter to the 
London Times, writes: “I have lately held 
in my hand a copy of Charles Lamb’s 
‘King and Queen of Hearts,’ which has 
features of great interest. Being, unfor- 
tunately, bound in morocco, it lacks the 
colored wrapper which alone can establish 
the issue to which it belongs. But bound 
in with this copy is a set of proofs of the 
illustrations printed much more sharply 
than the illustrations themselves on thick 
paper with no letter press. It seems reason- 
able to surmise from the presence of the 
proofs that this copy, if its wrappers were 
hound in, would be revealed as belonging 
to the first issue of 1805. As any one ac- 
quainted with the rarer works of Lamb 
knows well enough, the book is in itself a 
great rarity; but I suspect that these proofs 
make it unique.” Mr. Butterwick is anx- 
ious to learn if any Lamb collector has 
ever heard of the existence of any other 
copy containing such proofs. 


ENATOR GEORGE H. MOSES, of 

New Hampshire, permanent chairman 
of the recent Republican national conven- 
tion, started his career on the Concord 
Evening Monitor, then owned by William 
E. Chandler, an outstanding figure in the 
politics of his time. Later Mr. Moses be- 
came part owner of the paper, and thru it 
acquainted with Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, 
who recognized his ability and made him 
literary adviser, altho he was not a 
Christian Scientist. Senator Moses is now 
said to own the largest collection of Mrs. 
Eddy’s autograph letters in existence, and 
their literary and biographical importance 
has frequently suggested the desirability of 
their publication. 


SOMEWHERE in a hidden corner of 
England, gathering dust for nearly one 
hundred and fifty years, there existed a 
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diary written by David Garrick. .What 
was its fate after the great actor’s death 
and until it fell into a collector’s hands in 
1899 remains a mystery. None of his biog- 
raphers ever saw this manuscript, tho Fitz- 
gerald took note of the fact that Garrick 
himself had mentioned it, and regretted its 
apparent loss. In 1915, it was purchased 
in London by Harry Houdini. Recently 
it was bought by Messmore Kendall of this 
city and is now available, having been 
printed by the Oxford University Press in 
a limited edition of 550 copies. 


HE Pynson Printers are now showing 

in their exhibition rooms in the Times 
Annex reproductions and drawings by 
Albert Diirer, done in different mediums, 
together with a few books of special as- 
sociation interest. One of these is the 
Pirckheimer copy of Aldus’s ‘first dated 
book, and contains the bookplate made by 
Diirer for his friend and patron, Willi- 
bald Pirckheimer, who figured so prom- 
inently in Diirer’s life. This exhibition 
will remain thru September. 


HE strenuous activities of a few 

Chinese scholars, who have been trans- 
lating the literature of the Occident into 
Chinese, is little known to the Western 
World. T. S. Wei, one of these hard- 
working translators, in a recent interview 
in Tientsin, reviewed his labors from the 
beginning of this century, since which he 
has translated, or helped to translate, more 
than one hundred ~- English and French 
classics: Inspired by a translation of 
Dumas’s “Camille,”’ which enjoyed a great 
vogue in China about 1900, Mr. Wei be- 
gan his literary labors by rendering “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin” into Chinese, and following 
this by works of Scott, Dickens and Irving. 
Later he supplied a considerable demand 
for the novels of Sir Rider Haggard and 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle. He then aban- 
doned fiction for the standard English bi- 
ographies and important scientific works. 
He was the first to introduce Marco Polo’s 
version of his adventures in China to the 
Chinese, and when the last edition of the 
“Encyclopedia Britannica” appeared he 
spent considerable time in arranging, edit- 
ing and translating portions for which there 
appeared to be a demand. When Mr. Wei 
began he was somewhat of a pioneer in his 
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field, but the world war greatly quickened 
and broadened the national Chinese mind 
and the demand for translations, especially 
from the English, has been greatly aug 
mented, and a considerable group of young 
Chinese scholars are now busy supplying 
the demand. 


MESSRS. GOLLANCZ has gone one 
better than most English publishers. 
and issued six volumes of an author's 
writings in one. The volume contains the 
complete contents (unabridged) of the 
following books by R. L. Stevenson:

It is undoubtedly the cheapest Stevenson 
on the market.

The lot included the autograph 
first draft, thirty full pages written on both 
sides, and five-half pages and two three- 
quarter pages, with numerous corrections, 
and also the autograph manuscript used by 
the printers, complete, with the exception 
of a few pages and three of the less im- 
portant chapters of Book III, written on 
both sides of seventy-three and one-half 
pages. It has been stated that this is the 
only complete Carlyle manuscript known. 
There is, however, in the Morgan Me- 
morial Library the manuscript of a short 
article, “An Excursion to Paris,” and an 
unfinished manuscript of Carlyle’s first 
novel, ‘““Wotten Reinfred,” which has never 
been published.
